Should | Attend Grief Therapy Gatherings? 


Following the death of a loved one, it's important to take positive, 
proactive steps to make sure you're grieving in a healthy way. One option 
is to attend a grief therapy gathering, where you will have a safe space to 
express how you're feeling and to hear from others who are going through 


similar trials. 


These gatherings aren't necessarily for everyone, and it's important to 
be clear-eyed about the potential advantages as well as drawbacks. In 
terms of positives, note that these support groups can give you a feeling 
of hope, particularly as you see evidence of healing in the other people 
gathered. Support group attendance reminds you what you're going 


encouragement during a challenging season, and you may also learn 
some practical solutions for stress management. Above all, it can simply 
be nice to share your story and to know you are heard. 

As for potential drawbacks, many will understandably be overwhelmed 
by the thought of talking about their grief in front of a group of strangers. 
If the support group causes you more anxiety, then it may not be a good 
fit for you. You should also remember you may receive some information 
or advice that just isn’t helpful, and it’s always important to filter what other 
support group members say through your own lived experience. 

There's no right or wrong answer here, but attending a grief therapy 
gathering is at least something to consider as you navigate the bereave- 
ment journey. If interested, ask your funeral director for information about

THE VIRTUE OF THANKFULNESS 


“And let the peace of God rule in your hearts, to the 
which also ye are called in one body; and be ye thankful” 
(Colossians 3:15). 

I love the wording of this passage. I believe peace and 
thankfulness are bound to one another. A person can cer- 
tainly be thankful for peace. But thankfulness, perhaps like 
nothing else in the world, settles the heart into a state of 
peacefulness. When we receive every kindness as a blessing 
from our loving heavenly Father; when we respond by His 
grace to every unkindness; when we see setbacks as step- 
pingstones, how could we have anything but peace? 

Author James Ryle gives us seven powers of abounding 
thankfulness: 

* First - The power of a thankful heart keeps you from 
the destructive influence of bitterness, for it lifts you toa 
higher perspective and lets you see things from God’s point 
of view. Yes, people will treat you badly and unjustly; but 
the Lord works all things for your good. Be thankful and 
watch Him work. 

* Second — The power of a thankful heart prevents you 
from falling into pride; for thankfulness presupposes hu- 
mility. A grateful person is an humble person; and an hum- 
ble person receives the grace of God to face and overcome 
all things. 

* Third — The power of a thankful heart cultivates peace 
of mind and composure of character. When your life be- 
comes rooted and built up in the truth of God’s word, there 
is little that can disturb your spirit. 

* Fourth — The power of a thankful heart increases your 

sense of purpose in God’s work, for you know He has plans 
for you; plans to bless you, to prosper you, to use you as a 
blessing for others, and to bring your life on earth to a happy 
end. 
* Fifth — The power of a thankful heart gives you a con- 
fident assurance for the future — not only for the life you 
live on earth, but after you pass from this world into the 
next; you will enter His presence with thanksgiving, seeing 
you’ve practiced it your whole life. 

* Sixth - The power of a thankful heart permeates the at- 
mosphere with positive energy. Your outlook of faith is em- 
powering for others who may not be able to see things so 
clearly. Your glad disposition brightens their dark moments, 
like Paul and Silas singing praise to God in the Philippian 
jail. 

* And finally - The power of a thankful heart honors God, 
for it dares to look beyond the obvious to see the actual. 
Circumstances may be bleak, and things may be bad; the 
economy of your life may be teetering on collapse, and sit- 
uations may seem all but hopeless — but God is still in con- 
trol. Your thankful heart demoralizes the powers of hell and 
glorifies your heavenly Father. 

As we approach our national Thanksgiving holiday, let 


us endeavor to take the admonition of Paul in Colossians 


3:15 to heart.

They needed a win to get the bad 
taste of the season out of their mouths and despite their 1-9 
record have to feel good about the way it ended. In other 
area action * Ashford rolled over Northside Methodist 46- 
27 for its second win of the season, while the Knights

The Brantley Bulldogs fell behind late in the opening 
quarter and never caught up Friday night in a hard fought 
41-19 road loss to the Andalusia Bulldogs. 

Andalusia began its initial possession of the night near 
midfield and from there needed only four plays to reach the 
endzone. Jake Wilson scored the Bulldog touchdown on a 
40-yard run up the middle, and Gage Theus added the extra- 
point as Andalusia jumped ahead 7-0 with 8:11 left in the 
first quarter. 

Brantley had a quick answer for the early Andalusia score 
as it went 70 yards in four plays to pull even with its SA 
foe. A 19-yard run by Kedrick Brown got the scoring drive 
off to a fast start, while Robert Shine scored the touchdown 
when he burst through a hole in the middle of the field and 
shed a number of defenders on his way to a 45-yard td run. 
Carson Jones booted the extra-point as Brantley pulled even 
at 7-7 midway through the quarter. 

Andalusia regained the lead at 14-7 with 4:10 remaining 
in the quarter on a 19-yard pass from Wilson to Caleb 
Blackmon and a Theus extra-point, but the 1A Bulldogs 
again answered the challenge and behind the running and 
passing of Tucker Kilcrease and the running of Kedrick 
Brown reached a first down at the Andalusia 27-yardline. 
An 11-yard run by Kilcrease that moved the ball to the 16- 
yardline was wiped out by a penalty flag for hurdling a de- 
fender; however, and Brantley failed to overcome the 
penalty as it came away empty handed. 

Andalusia upped its lead to 21-7 with 3:51 left in the sec- 
ond quarter on a 3-yard run by Josh Gurley and a Theus 
extra-point, and Theus added a 50-yard field-goal on the 
final play of the stanza as the 5A Bulldogs carried a 24-7 
lead in at the half. 

Andalusia received the second half kickoff and quickly 
upped its lead to 27-7 on a 38-yard field-goal by Theus.
